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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wright does not teach a 
Noise-Vocoded Speech Sound Signal because a M Noise-Vocoded Speech Sound Signal must have some meaning such as a word or 
sentence, since it literally includes the word speech." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. At no point in the Specification is the term 
"Noise-Vocoded Speech Sound Signal" specifically defined as only to encompass a word or sentence. Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Therefore, the Examiner must take the broadest reasonable interpretation of the term during 
Examination. Generally, "speech" is defined as an utterance or something that is spoken. Wright teaches that the target sound stimulus 
may be a consonant (col. 3, lines 34-36). "Consonant" is defined as "a speech sound produced by occluding with or without releasing (p, 
b; t, d; k, g), diverting (m, n, ng), or obstructing (f, v; s, z, etc.) the flow of air from the lungs (opposed to VOWEL)." Therefore, "speech" 
does not inherently imply meaning such as words but instead are any oral utterance such as consonants taught by Wright. Additionally, 
the claim was amended to include the limitations of claim 4, but the Applicant did not explain how these limitations overcome the previous 
rejection. The Rejection Stands.
